O.N. 48.—Whereas, Shri Mor Pal, Baguli Nagar Mazra, Rafiabad, (UP), contesting candidate for the General 
Election to Uttar Pradesh Vidhan Sabha from 30-Binavar Constituency, held in February, 2002, was disqualified by the 
Election Commission of India for failure to file the account of election expenses vide its order No. 76/UP-LA/2002, dated 7th 
November, 2002 under Section 10A of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, for three years from the date of the order 
on the basis of report of District Election Officer, Badayun intimating non-submission of account of election expenses by 
the said candidate; 


And whereas, after considering the case on the basis of District Election Officer’s subsequent supplementary 
report, intimating that the candidate had not received the notice himself but that was received by Shri Rakesh Pal whose 
relations are not good with him and now the candidate had filed the account to the Commission and it is in the manner 
required by law and taking into account all material facts of the case, the Commission has concluded chat the disqualification 
imposed on Shri Mor Pal Was based on wrong report and that should not have been imposed. 
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Accordingly, Election Commission, in exercise of its powers conferred by Section 11 of the Representation of the
